WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Another move 


in tho game of diplomacy between Ibis 
government and China took place to 
day iu 1 lie return of an evasive answer 
by Li Hung Chang to Secretary Hay's 
peremptory demand of tho 1st, that the 
safety of the ministers in Fekin be 
made certain. Li's answer is not linal 
and it leaves the diplomatic door still 
open. Li's actions, however, as report- 
ed by Consul General Goodnow, are 
certainly sinister aud may result in the 
final rejection of the administration'^ 
demands, if persisted in. Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow's despatch contains addi- 
tional information concerning the real 
responsibility for the present condition 
of afiiirs in China. It is learned that 
Li Sing Fong, commander of the troops 
that committed the massucre of Puo- 
Tiug, is a civil oOiciul well-known as 
one of the most rabid anti-foreigners in 
the empire. 
He is a close friend of 


Tuan, and the association of these two 
iu PeLm, supported by power enough 
to cause the death of two very high 
officials, is a bad sign. Simultaneously 
with the consul general's despatch, 
came one from the governor of Shan- 
tung, Yuan-Shih Kai, repeating the 
story of two days ago, tbut the imperial 
government was arranging to deliver 
tbo ministers at Tieu Tain, under es- 
cort. General Ohaflee's message telling 
of the unexpected resistance ottered to 
the Japanese reconnoitering force, is 
believed to forecast more opposition to 
the advance ou Pekin than has been an- 
ticipated. 
The officials are satisfied 


now that one severe battle must occur 
before the way will be clear. The navy 
department today ordered its com- 
manders to co-operate witu the army, 
in the lauding of troops for Chinese 
service, in every possible way. It is 
thought that the navy can lend valuable 
assistance to General Chaffee's forces, 
not only in the debarking of troops, 
but also in furnishing boat transporta 
tion, if the advance to Pekin is made 
along the Peiho river. 


Credit Due Squiers. 


LONDON, August 4, 2.30 A. M.— A

Washington, AUK. 3.—By denying to 


the powers comnuiniciition with their 
ministers iu Peking the Chinese govern- 
ment, which admits that it possesses the 
power, puts itself in un unfriendly atti- 
tude. 


This was the formal and, iu certain 


respects, ominous declaration of Secreta- 
ry Hay in his reply to Li Hung Chung's 
propositions for a stay of the allies' ad- 
vance on Peking. 


The Canton viceroy, who seems to 


upeak for the imperial government more 
nearly than any one else who can be 
communicated with, hns now been clearly 
informed us to how this government will 
regard either the sending of the minis- 
ters to Tien-tsln under escort or the hold- 
ing of them us hostages by the Chinese 
government. 


Li Hung Chans must have well under- 


stood that the only possible meaning to 
be pnt upon his inquiry whether "if free 
communication were established between 
the ministers and their governments it 
could be unangetl that the powers should 
not advance on Peking pending further 
negotiations" wns that the diplomats 
were virtually held us prisoners. He left 
Secretary Iluy n splendid opening for an 
emphatic rejoinder, which he made in the 
words, "free communication with our 
representatives in Peking is demanded as 
n matter of absolute right, and not as a 
favor." 
Then ciune his pointed state- 


ment as to China's "unfriendly attitude." 


Still willing to give the Peking govern- 


ment nn opportunity to avoid forcing the 
powers to extreme measures, the secreta- 
ry urged Li to :ulvi«e the authorities to 
place themselves in friendly coiumii'nica- 
iiou and co-operation with the relief ex- 
pedition ami concluded with the warning 
that seems almost u threat, that the Po- 
king government is "assuming n heavy 
responsibility in acting oilier wise." 


Altogether. Secretary Hay's note puts 


the Chinese government in a position 
where it cannot long delay it decision. 


In taking Ibis position this government 


ha* acted without consultation with the 
other powers.

company (the Cragin syndicate) the ex- 
elusive right to survey, locate, excavate, 
construct, enlarge, extend, use, maintain, 
o-rt'ii and operate a maritime canal and 
its accessories between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans through the territory of 
Nicaragua. As long as this agreement is 
in force the state covenants not to make 
any other contract for the construction 
of a canal between the two oceans."

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WOMEN AS THIEVES. 


A QUESTION NOW IN THE REALM OF 


SCIENTIFIC DISCUSSION. 


Women Steal Much Less Frequently Than 


Men Do—DliTerouceg lu the Impulses 
Which Actuate the Two—JTrequeutly tho 
Woman Steals Under a Man's Influence. 


JACKSON'S INAUGURATION. 


Tho British Medical Journul ufllrms 


that cases of stealing by womon who oro 
more or less kleptomaniacs have become 
of latu so numerous and so distressing that 
it might be expedient to employ special 
deterrents, such us visible policemen in 
tho shops which principally invite this 
kind of Hemidelirious action. Our contem- 
porary, after reflection, however, dismiss- 
es this suggestion as impracticable, tho 
shopkeeper who ntsorted to it being nearly 
certain to lose all custom, and we rather 
doubt, from tho police records, whether tho 
offense is increasing as much as the writer 
fancies. Every form of interesting crime 
seems to increase nowadays because ifc is 
more commented on. Women of 11 certain 
kind have always been, addicted to whop 
lifting, and their inclination has always 
attracted attention, partly from its ex 
trcmo inconvenience to shopkeepers, whosi 
very business compels them to expose thei 
goods to this risk, and partly, we imagine, 
because men are so accustomed to trust in 
the honesty of women that this partieula: 
aberration from their usual habits excite 
a sense of surprise. Women have rnuct 
less opportunity of stealing than men, ai 
they could hardly take to burglary, high 
Way robbery or the work of this footpad 
Women, we notice, being rarely license' 
•von of snatching jewels or purses f roi 
other women, though they can approac 
them so closely. They are, besides, wo feel 
sure, more honest. They feel the tempta- 
tion of money lessb and the sense of its im- 
portance and of their own trusteeship in 
regard to it much more. 


That is the universal opinion of the con- 


tinent, where women are implicitly trust- 
ed with the till, and wo notice that tho 
practice is spreading here, so that charge 
of tho cash receipts of shops is becoming 
one of the most frequent of female employ- 
ments. 
If they would get up their arith- 


metic a little more perfectly anil be a lit tin 
less irritable when overhurried—men un- 
der such circumstances display a silent ob- 
stinacy rat her than irritation—they might 
obtain a monopoly of this sort of work, 
greatly to their own relief, for the occiipa 
lion suits them, and to that of the men, 
who suffer both in health and spirits from 
confinement in little glass boxes when: 
they can hardly btretch themselves and 
from an occupation which, though moMi 
respectable, allows no scope for energy or 
fur the exertion ot physical strength. 


There are bold female swindlers, but 


they generally swindle by tiding their <-i- 
pacity for histrionics. Tho charges of em- 
bezzlement alleged against women are ex- 
traordinarily feu, while their hone-ity i. 
servants, when they mu,t often be griev- 
ously tempted, is really marvelous. Tin 
ordinary well to do housemistres^ takes m 
mo*: precautions against her maids' t hid- 
ing propensities than against her daugh- 
ters', and if she is a shrew dilates upon ev- 
ery fault possible except/ this one. Ninu 
times out of ten when a maid stejils if. is | 
under the influence of some man outside,! 
u remark which experienced policemen say 
is true even of the street girl*, who are MI 
frequently charged w ith t he offence. Wom- 
en, in fact, htual much less frequently than 
men do. 


Tho fact, as contrasted with the other 


fact mentioned by our medical contempo- 
rary—\u, the addiction of some women 
to shoplifting—suggests an inquiry of Mime 
intellectual interest. Is it possible that tlm 
animus furendi, as the lawyers call H, the 
actual motive for stealing, differs in the 
sexes in kind as well as in degree:' \V< 
have an idea that this may be true, ar.il 
that the woman's desire to thieve in ex 
cited by a wi-h to pu.-sess the visible urlj- 
cle stolen, while the man's is aroused by ;i 
craving for tho pleasures or the idlenes, 
which the article btolen will purchase, lit: 
peeks money, in fact, while she seek, 
things. Only an old and experienced re- 
ceiver of stolen goods could answer thu 
question with any exactness an regard* th 
thieving cl.i.»»cs, but among the educated 
this is ah)Hist certainly the wise. 


Educated ineneinbe/zle, forge and swin 


die often enough, and indeed it takes soinn 
education to be successful in those lines uf 
villainy, but they are rarely convicted of 
shoplifting, while that is the special of- 
fense of educated women who take to thU 
description, of crime. The latter very rare 
ly forge, which is remarkable, for, being 
less controlled by commercial opinion 
they undoubtedly attach less opprobrium 
to this form of crime than men do, while 
they are quite as competent to commit 
forgeries, but they take things out of shops 
the reason being that the things attract 
them more than the abstract wish forj 
money does. We do not mean that they aru 
influenced by kleptomania nioro than men 
are. There is such an impulse, and it in 
exceedingly strong in both sexes, as all 
men know who are familiar with ships, 
barracks, clubs or public schools, but it i:i 
not ungovernable—the belts of tho soldiew 
govern it very effectually—and it is con- 
stantly pleaded where it does not exist. 
True madness which takes that form, 
though it exists, is rare and is usually ac- 
companied by other recognizable signs. 


But wo fancy that with some women 


there is a distinct pleasure in acquiring 
things without paying for them, in part, 
independent of their money value, 
t<i 


which there is nothing corresponding in 
the minds of males. 
There is something 


of the spirit of adventure in the effort u.s 
well as greed and something, too, of that 
overweening and indeed inexplicable idea 
of their own,claim to the portable proper 
ty they want, which is so frequently ap- 
parent even in women who are genuinely 
respectable.—London Standard.

SOME LAWS OF THE ROAD. 


Fact* That Are Nofc Knowu by All Who 


Go Upon the Highway*. 


The talk of the muny thousands Is often 


turned toward the luw of the rowd, for 
there is no one who does not make use of 
roads, either to ride, drive or walk upon. 
For tho protection of the traveling public 
It Is necessary that certain rules regulat- 
ing travel upon tho publio highways be 
generally observed. 


Our statutes do not require a traveler to 


keep upon any particular part of tho road, 
nor to turn out In any certain direction. 
But it is universal custom in this country 
for vehicles and animals under the charge 
of i>mu to take the right sidd of the road 
when meeting others, if it is reasonably 
practical to do so. A team should in gen- 
eral keep tho right side; whether meeting 
another or not. 
Yet, when two are going 


iii the same direction, and ono wishes to 
pass tho other, he should pass on" the left 
side, as tho first team has the right of way 
and cannot be expected to deviate from his 
course upon the right side. One passing 
another must uso great care to avoid a col- 
lision, as nothing but necessity will -war- 
rant him in doing this, for both, going in 
tho same direction, belong upon the right 
side, and by any deviation from his proper 
side one assumes all rist of the experi- 
ment. Tho rule must be very strictly ob- 
served at night, or when, by reason of 
storm or fog, it might be difficult to dis- 
tinguish others approaching. 


A traveler on foot or on horseback must 


glvo way to a vehicle, and ft lightly loaded 
team niunt give way to a heavily loaded 
one, but a team with a heavy load ought 
in certain cases to stand still so as to al- 
low n lighter vehicle to pass. The driver 
of a horse must use ordinary oaro in its 
management, and is liable for all damage 
caused by careless driving, and if ho leaves 
his team ho must use ordinary care in 
hitching it, for if a horse left unhitched 
starts and occasions damage tho responsi- 
bility rests upon him who neglected to 
hitch it. But if a team is hitched with 
ordinary euro and is frightened by some 
unusual disturbance, as by a runaway 
team running against it, and tho team so 
hitched breaks away and in turn runs and 
causes damage, no liability rests upon him 
who carefully hitched his horse. 


The movement of sleighs and sleds upon 


the snow being comparatively noiseless, it 
is 'lustomary to attach bells to them or to 
the horses, and tho want of bolls would 
render a person liable for damages. Bicy- 
cles uro regarded as vehicles and are sub- 
ject to the same rules—they must givo way 
to heavier vehicles, and foot passengers 
mu: t in turn give way to them. Mussa- 
cluihLtts laws rou.uiro bells to bo attached 
to all bicycles. As no ono is obliged to 
build fencos next the highway, tho use of 
which is; common to all people who choose 
to travel upon it, so drovers of cattle and 
otln r auiuuUs uru nut responsible) for dam- 
age by their tra\cling herds if reasonable 
caru bo eicrclsed in their management.— 
Utica Observer.

There are undoubtedly many in- 
stances of muscular cramp in which ono 
or tho other of the last named conditions 
is present. But in these cases the exhiuis- 
tion depends upon tbe existing neurulglo 
or rheumatic condition and disappears 
under treatment of the original trouble. 


Myalgia—tho word is derived from the 


Greek, and means muscular pain—arises 
from exhaustion of tho substance of tho 
muscle. 
This loss of vitality is in moat 


cases tho result of subjecting the muscle to 
excessive or long continued activity under 
favorable conditions. 


The amount of vitality which a muscle 


consumes when in action is, of course, 
proportionate to tho amount of work re- 
quired of it, and under normal conditions 
the supply furnished by the blood is suffi- 
cient for the need. Under adverse condi- 
tions, however, there is no opportunity 
offered for the complete recovery of tho 
muscle from its labors, and a strain is tho 
result. Tho muscle feels lame and sore, 
and not infrequently one can almost im- 
agine that in some way it has beonno tied 
into knots. 


Myalgia may attack any muscle, though 


there are certain ones which, by reason of 
their location, are endangered more than 
others. Seamstresses are very liable to 
have cramp In the muscles of the shoulder 
on account of tho steady application and 
confinement necessitated by the nature of 
their occupation. 


A favorite seat for myalgia, as most of 


us can testily from painful experience, in 
in the calves of tho logs. The pain Is espe- 
cially severe ou lying down at night, und 
may bo BO great as even to draw up tho 
limbs. 


Massage offers the only certain relief 


from myalgia. The rubbing should be 
brisk to insure an abundant circulation of 
blood to tho distressed muscles, and for 
this reason also it should be in the direc- 
tion of the vessels through which the 
blood flows. 


Liniments of various kinds may bo 


tried, or, what is better, tho external appli- 
cation of alcohol may bo resorted to. 
Cloths wrung out of hot water, with a 
teaspoonful or so of laudanum sprinkled 
on them, mid placed directly o\er the ach- 
ing muscles, are useful to ease tho pain. 


When the trouble is in the muscles of 


the leg, hot footbaths may be employed to 
restore the circulation in the limbs and to 
"draw out" the pain. Tho obseruition of 
general hygienic measures should not bo 
forgotten where there is a tendency to 
muscular crump.—Youth's Companion.

"When milk and creuro nre first collect- 


ed, they are almost free from germs, but 
exposed to tho air they soon become filled 
with those forms of life, which are perfectly 
harmless. 
If placed under suitable con- 


ditions with regard to temperature, they 
will multiply very readily and the milk, 
becomes sour, due to the formation of lac- 
tio acid produced from the sugar in the 
milk by ono or mOro of these germs. If 
the germs present happen to be those giv- 
ing mi ether and ester which have a. pleas- 
ant Haver and aroma, good butter results. 
But if they give TILC to tho formation of 
disagreeable thio ethers and esters or some 
amines tho butter is poor and bad. 


"Now, by isolating' different germs 


found in the milk, and cultivating them 
teparatclyao as to discover their own pecul- 
iar product, it is possible to always make 
butter of the same sort and flavor by first 
dcstroying'the other germs present by pas- 
teurization and then inoculating the cream 
with the particular germ desired. A num-

But I'll 'pcul 


Thirty-seven Objects Recovered From the 


Stomach of a Melancliuliuc.

These failing, sho turned her attention, In 
nn asylum to which sho had been taken, 
to larger objects—hairpins, steel pins and 
long nails. This being also dono in vain, 
she swallowed among other things a cro- 
chet needle, pieces of glass, t\\o teaspoons, 
a fork and n piece of iron. 


On tho surgeon asking how she could 


swallow those rather bulky objects, sho 
answered quite calmly: "Oh, it is quite 
easy with the handle first. You will," sho 
suid, "find n whole store of things in my 
stomach." In his operation Dr. Pricker 
took out of his patient's slomnch a key 
about 3 inches long, n silver teaspoon (5 
inches long, a plated teaspoon C|)i inches 
long, a plated fork 8 inches long, two 
nails, ono 2*A inches and the other 3}^ 
inches; two hairpins, 12 pieces of glass, an 
iron hook about 4 inches in size, a steel 
pin, nine needles, n piece of jrraphitn, a 
boot button, a grape stone, two littlci balls 
of tin foil and a crochet needle 4>2 Inches 
long. Altogether thero were removed from 
the fatomnch 37 objects. Tho operation-\\as 
successful, and the patient was dismissed, 
cured.
